a. The field is not occupied by an air unit. An army unit 
is reportedly quartered in the field barracks. The biplanes 
constantly observed in Neuruppin probably are courier planes 
of this army unit, A small air force detail he y be assumed 
to be stationed at the field for the servicing of these 
aircraft. The previously reported presence of air force 
soldiers in Neuruppin would support such an assumption, 

b. The intention of expanding the field was previously reported,* 
According to this report, the construction work, the extent of 
which is not yet known, has apparently begun.
